(hear, hear). He did no; envy the feelings of his noble 
friend when he found that peace had been concluded 
without the Emperor of the French having asked his 
counsel or waited for his advice, and the noble lord had 
the further mortification of reflecting that 11 years ago 
a nod of his head, a stroke of his pen, would have given 
to Italy an amount of liberty greater than she now 
enjoyed after years of agitation, suffering and misery, 
and after hecatombs of slaughter (hear, hear). He 
could not but think that his two noble friends in their 
present position were worthy of the deepest com- 
miseration (a laugh). For, to use a graphic though some- 
what slang expression, they had been most horribly 
“sold” (laughter). But peace had been made. A war. 
wantonly commenced had been capriciously concluded, 
and although there were many things upon which he

Mr. S. Fitzgerald said he regretted that it had been 
withdrawn from the consideration of the House. It 
could not have interfered with any negociations on the 
part of the government, for there were none going on 
The armistice had taken place, and the peace been agreed 
to, without her Majesty’s government being once con- 
sulted (hear, hear). Nevertheless, the discussion of the 
resolution might have been inconvenient to the existing 
gouernment. The noble lord at the head of the govern- 
ment had severely arraigned the foreign policy of the 
late government, but his charges had met witha prompt 
contradiction (hear, hear). It turned out that the very 
course which the noble lord said the late government 
ought to have taken was that which they had actually 
pursued.

Shorncliffe, w town—Shorn- 
cliffe Camp, accurately in the /Hustrated 
News on the occasion of the Prince of Wales presenting 


One glance round the elevated plain on which you 
stand, and you see at once that it is the finest site in the 
country for a large and serviceable camp, whether for 
purposes of instruction, or for offensive or detensive 


operations. Its commanding situation, its position with 
regard to the Continent, from which it is t about 


twenty-five miles; its proximity to the sea; the fine, 
pure, healthy air; the shelter it receives from a second 
range of cliffs about two miles to the north ; the size of 
the plain, which is large enough to encamp the whole 
British Army ; and its capability of being easily forti- 
fied, all point it out as the most eligible spot in England 
for the chief camp. 

At present Shorncliffe accommodates only 5,000 men, 
namely, three regiments of the line, four field batteries 
of artillery, a battalion of the Military Train, a squadron 
of cavalry, and a company of Engineers. In addition 
to the four field batteries there is a heavy field battery, 
consisting of 18 pounders. These troops, the camp being 
in the south-eastern district, are commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-General Mansel. The brigade of infantry is un- 
der Major-General Williams. This is the second brigade 
of this division ; the first is stationed at Dover, under the 
Command of Major-General Crauford. : 

The huts are arranged on three sides of a parallelo- 
gram, the eastern end being open. Near the centre of 
this opening stand the mainguard room, the flagstaff, 
and a small cannon, which is fired every day at or about 
noon, and gives the military time, for it is certainly nei- 
ther local nor Greenwich ; and, judging by it, the sun 
must keep his meridian. appointments with but, indiffer- 
ent punctuality, —. 

We will now look round and see how complete the 

arrangements are. As we come up the hill we pass a 
steam-engine. Beneath the house that contains the en- 
gine are large tanks, into which water is conveyed from 
a reservoir three miles off. The engine then forces the 
water into a cistern placed on a lofty tower situated on 
the plateau, and pipes from this cistern carry the water 
to every part of the camp. The cookhouses are all 
fitted with Captain Grant’s apparatus, which, with a 
small consumption of fuel, enable the men to perform 
all the culinary operations, such as steaming, frying, 
broiling, boiling, baking, and stewing, and so obtain a 
pleasing gastronomic variety. In addition to the usual 
ablution houses, there are forty baths, fitted with every 
regard to comfort and decency. It is to be hoped that 
similar sanitary conveniences are placed in inland bar- 
racks ; here they are hardly essentially necessary, see- 
ing that a man may stand at the door of his hut and al- 
most throw stones at the sea. 
The Provost is a less pleasing feature. It resembles 
other military prisons as much as woodeu huts can re- 
sembie stone buildings. ‘Those large iron huts are bar- 
rack stores, and are filled with such articles of furni- 
ture as barrack rooms are supplied with. There is a 
solitary brick building, without windows, surrounded by 
a high wall, and surmounted by a lightning-conductor ; 
that is the powder magazine, unpleasantly near the 
huts ; but the fact is, it existed before the camp was 
erected, and it is supposed Government could not afford 
to move so costly a building to a place where an acci- 
dental explosion would be ta likely to prove fatal. 

The church is built after the same style as the huts, 
only upon a much more extensive scale. It is fitted so 
that during the week it may serve as a school, The 
churchyard is picturesquely situated on the spur of a 
which hill runs out into the romantic-looking valley 
of Sebrook. Here traces may be seen of the Forei 
Legion, for which this camp was originally erected, 
the wooden and stone crosses placed at the head of some 
of the graves, Although the huts have been erected 
more than four years they are in excellent condition, as 
weatherproof as wooden buildings can be. The roofs 
are covered with felt and tar, and the walls externally 
imperishable. i 
To the north-east of the camp stands a small brick 
barrack adapted for one field battery of artillery. This 
was erected and occupied long before the camp. At the 
diagonally opposite corner (the south-west) is a half- 
finished redoubt. This was thrown up for practice by 
the troops encamped here under the command of Sir John 
Moore, in 1808, just prior to that General’s embarkation 
for Spain, where, within four months of his landing, le 
received his death 
The distance from Shorncliff to the School of Mus- 
ketry at Hythe is between two and three miles. The 
men in camp are consequently marched there in detach- 
ments for practice, which is decidedly a very advanta- 
geous arrangement, 

The little watering-place of Sandgate, just under the 
camp, is a favourite resort for families during the sea- 
side months. ‘To those who turn their attention to the 
wonderful and now fashionable branch of science, marine 
zoology, the rocks there, at low water, will form an in- 
exhaustible source of interest, for they abound in every 
variety of animals suited to the aquarium, and perhaps 
on no part of our coast can there be found so man 
splendid specimens of Actiniadsw; some of the pools al- 
most resemble beds of ranunculi. The surrounding 
scenery is varied and beautiful; and there are many 
curious antiquites in the neighbourhood.

It appears that in 1848 the Swiss Confederation gave 
notice that it would no longer enter into conventions 
with foreign governments, to supply them with troops.

recruiting since that time for various terms, and 300, or 
more of the men, it appears, had completed their ser- 
vice, six or seven months since, and demanded their 
conge. lence one cause of irritatign.

Under the protection of the French flag the 
Tuscan army, disorganized after the 27th April, has 
been able to reorganize itself so quickly that it now 
gives to the 5th corps a contingent of from 8,000 to 
10,000 soldiers, armed, eq ipped, and ready to measure 
themselves with the enemy ; and a division of volun- 
teers under the orders of General Mezzacapo is being or- 
ganised at Florence, without depriving the country of 
the regiment of Tuscan gendarmes, which is 2,000 strong 
and sufficient to maintain tranquillity. Moreover, neu- 
trality has not been violated by the enemy in the Ponti- 
fical States. Lastly, the enthusiasm which has been 
manifested in all the places through which the 5th corps 
Eas passed, from the day of its disembarcation at Leg- 
horn up to that of its junction with the army of your 
Majesty, and the ovations which it ard its chief have 
received at Leghorn, Florence, Lucca, Massa, Parma, and 
all the local 't-es, little or great, where it had to stop, are 
nin to all, and cannot fail to produce a great moral 
effect. ...

THE TERRIBLE SLAUGHTER ON THE MICHI- 
GAN SOUTHERN RAILROAD 
(From the Chicago Times, June 29.) 

The most dreadful railway disaster which has ever 
happened in America took place the night before last, 
not far from 12 o’clock, about two miles east of South 
Bend, Ind. A train consisting of six cars was totally 
demolished, and over 70 passengers were killed. The 
precise number is not known, but no less than 60 dead 
bodies had been recovered at the date of the latest in- 
telligence. People were searching for more. 

It is stated that there were 150 passengers on the 
train, only 75 of whom arc now living. We think the 
estimate of the whole number is rather small. When 
the train left this city at eight o’clock, p.m. there were 
two first class cars crowded to excess, one sleeping car 
comfortably full, one second class car full, and one emi- 
grant carempty. The latter was taken along for the 

urpose of carrying down a number of railroad hands, 
who were taken on board at Ainsworth, Calumet, and 
other stati»ns along the road. Among the passengers 
were quite a number of Chicago people, of whom we 
have the names only of L. P. Hilliard, E. Dickinson, 
Mrs. Sumner. and some others which appear below.

That however, was quite differ- 
rent from the using of those firearms, and still 
more .from using them*so as to take away human 
life, for which a magistrate, soldier, or police- 
man is bound to show that he was justified; and 
therefore it was important to inquire whether Mr. Bell 
was under the necessity of giving the order to fire, if he 

id so. He (Judge Keogh) took it for granted 
that the justification which the prisoners would raise 
would be'the amount of the violence of the assemblage. 
But it was not every act of violence or every throwing 
of a stone that would justify them. A magistrate was 
bound to use coolness and not lightly to order the use 
of deadly weapons; on the other hand it was his bounden 
duty to see that the lives of the subjects of her Majesty 
were not endangered, and, if the violence should pro- 
ceed to that extent, to repel force by force, even to 
the last extremity, if necessary. Here the question 
was whether the violence offered did proceed to that 
extent, and if they should believe it did, and that the 
police was driven to 1 it by their acts, they (the 
grand jury) should not find bills against them. But if, 
on the other hand, the grand jury should believe that the 
violence used was not sufficient to justify tha constabu- 
lary in the course they had taken, then they were bound 
to send the case for further investigation, and to find 
true bills. Excess of violence might be as unjustifi- 
able as violence at all, without necessity for it. They 
would now have all the witnessess before them, and

Brennan v. Kenny 

This case came before the court on exceptions 
to an order made by one of the Masters in 
Chancery. It appeared a bill was filed by the 
minors, the offspring ofthe marriage of Mr. Patrick Bren- 
uan, and a Miss Colclough praying a declaration that a 
deed bearing date the 30th June, 1840, entered into be- 
tween their father, and Mr. Kenny, the respondent, should 
be declared valid only to the extent of the life 
estate of Mr. Patrick Brennan, the father, in so 
far as it related tothe marriage settlement of 
their parents which bore date April 1859. The pe- 
tition prayed that an account of the rents and profits, 
should be taken, which were received since the 7th 
December, 1845, the day on which Mr. Patrick Brennan 
died. The case came before the court on the 24th No- 
vember, 1855, and an order was then made declaring 
that the execution of the deed of the 30th June, 1840 only 
conveyed to the respondent the life estate of Mr. Patrick 
Brennan, in such lands as were comprised in the settle- 
mentof April, 1839. The court also directed the Master 
to inquireand report wl:etherany and which of certain in- 
cumbrances affected’ the lands, which are situate in the 
barony of Galmoy, county Kilkenny; also that he should 
take an account of the estate from the time of the death 
of Mr. Patrick Brennan, and ascertain the priorities of 
the several creditors. Mr. Brennan was entitled to two 
properties in the City of Kilkenny, one of which was 
let by lease to Mr. Edward Smithwick, a Kes- 
pondent in the case, at a profit rent of £346 per annum, 
and he was also entitled to a property in a brewery, 
which yielded a profit rent of £35a year. [n consequence 
of some dealings'with the respondent, Mr. Brennan and his 
wife conveyed theirinterest in the estate tohim andwere to 
get an annuity as rent charge upon their joint lives. 
Accordingly a deed was drawn up and executed. The 
annuties consisted of £50 and £30, and by the terms of 
the deed of 1840 were to be the first charge upon the 
estate. Subsequently a petition was presented to the 
Incumbered Estates for the sale of the lands. The 
Master in his report, found that by the deeds of 1840, 
the annuity of £50 was charged upon the lands com- 
prised in the settlemeut of 1832, and that the join- 
ture of £200 by the settlement provided for 
Mary his wife, in case she should survive her husband, 
should in equity be considered to be still substantially, so 
far as was necessary for the payment of the annuity of 
£50 ; and he accordingly found that the annuity of 
Mrs. Brennan was a charge on the premises, as included 
in the settlement of April, 1839, the defendant as stated 
by counsel, excepted, and contended the master should 
have fuund, the £300 a year, should be kept alive tor 
the purpose. The chief exception in the case was, that 
the annuity should have ceased upon the death of Mr. 
Patrick Brennan, not as the master found it to be a 
charge upon her jointure of £200 a year.

Bothcxtremes sho..id be guarded against with 
the utmost care, as they are quite inconsistent with either 
philosophy or Christianity. 

“ Some people entertain the idea that this movement is 
owing entirely to an outpouring of the Holy Spirit on the 
people ; whilst others as strenuously maintain that it is alto- 
gether a mesmeric or physical influence. I think, in the pre- 
sent state of our knowledge, we are not justified in specula- 
ting too far on these points ; nor does it appear at all neces- 
sary todo so. Whether it is a physical or a spiritual influ- 
ence, it must bethe work of God. — It can be rationally ac- 
counted for in no other way. When Jesus, by his Divine 
power, opened the eyes of the blind man, He used the spittle 
and theclay. He could havedone it quite as well without 
this instrumentality ; but still, in his infinite wisdom, He 
thought proper to use a physical agency. Indeed, this seems 
to be the general—almost the universal —order of God's 
working in the world. Are we not, then, fully justified in 
concluding, in the present case, that if there is a physical 
agency in operation at all, it has been sent specially by God 
to work out his own designs ? On what other principle could 
we account for the fact that such an occurrence has never 
been witnessed by us before? What has this physical influ- 
ence been about in times that are past? Why has it been 
dormant ? But more especially, how does it come that this 
influence, in every case, selects and operates on those faculties 
alone which connect us with religion? How does it make 
the selection, if it is not guided by a superior power? I can- 
not see how this is to be accounted for by mere physical 
agency without the intervention of an Almigiity power. Men 
under the influence of chlorofarm, eiectro-biology, or mes- 
merism, will frequently develop all the peculiarities of their 
nature. They wiil fight, swear, tell lies, steal, murder, or 
pray, as the case may be; but the present movement, no 
matter how many thousands may be influenced, is all in the 
one direction, and tends towards heaven. ‘This is a great 
peculiarity, which shows that the physical influence 
which, in all probability, is in operation, is specially directed 
by infinite wisdom. ‘The man who will exclude the hand of 
od from this matter, in my humble judgment, is not con- 
sistent either as a philosopher or a Christian. Some who 
advoeate an exclusive spirituality have difficulty in accounting 
for the corporeal results. This, again, I imagine, is a mir- 
take. Suppose the strongest hearted of your readers were 
sitting at their ease and comfort in their own homes, and that 
they were suddenly informed, on evidence they could not 
doubt, that they were condemned to death, and the gallows 
on which they were forthwith to be executed was already 
brought within their view, would the mental impressions pro- 
duce no bodily results? I. rather think they would. The 
sudden and unexpected news would tell on the bravest of the 
brave. ‘There would soon be the faltering voice, the quivering 
lip, the tottering limbs, and the wild look or yell of despair. 
It could hardly be otherwise. If such, then, would be the 
result of the fear of mere temporal death, what might we not 
anticipate as the consequence of a sudden view of eternal 
damnat‘on on an individual who had hitherto totally disre- 
guarded the state of his immortal soul? Is it any wonder, 
when they see themselves hanging on the brink of destruction, 
they would be physically affected? ‘Ihe real wonder, is that 
such a sudden and territic sight should not at once extinguish 
the vital spark. That they live at all, and keep their judg- 
ment, under the circumstances, is really marvellous, and 
must be owing to the merciful intervention of the Almighty. 
‘It is specially worthy of remark that the parties affected 
all go through the same stages, although the intensity mav 
vary. They see their perishing condition, and their need of a 
Saviour ; they then implore for mercy, and that mercy through 
Christ alone; they never doubt the Almighty power of Jesus. 
When mercy comes, extreme felicity is the immediate result, 
and then they are impelled by an active overwhelming desire 
for the salvation of others. Does not this look like the tran- 
sition from the sinner to the saint? I will just relate a case 
which occurred under my owneyes, A poor child, I think about 
seven or eight years of age. came to my house one night at a 
late hour, and asked to see Mrs. Carson, who had gone to her 
bedroom. The interview was readily granted. The child became 
affected. Her imploring and heartrending cries for mercy 
for she said she was a sinner on the brink of hell, were so ab- 
solutely distressing that I had to leave the house for a time, 
as I could not bear to listen to the melanc oly tones of her 
infant voice. ‘lhe expressions of deep despair and sincerity 
on her countenance could not be imitated by the best actor 
I ever saw on the stage. It was a dreadful scene. In a few 
hours the poor child got the most per/ect relief, and her coun- 
tenance appeared almost superhuman with delight. She then 
began to pray, and her prayer would have melted the heart 
of a rock. It was so powerful, so fluent, so accurate, so in- 
tense, and so full of thought, that it almost looked like in- 
spiration in a child so very young. I am sure the scene will 
never leave the eyes of those who witnessed it; and I trust 
that poor child was sent as a special messenger to arouse us 

to a sense of our privileges and duties. 

"The chief result of the revival, perhaps, will be its influ- 
ence on the on-looker. It will tarn the attentioa of sinners 
to their perishing condition, and stir up saints to a sense of 
those duties which hitherto have been so lamentably ne- 
glected. More good has already been done than a person 
might have expected in the ordinary way in a quarter of a 
century. Already the face of society seems to be altered, and 
crime and vice arrested. Everything about the revival ap- 
pears to me to be capable of being reconciled with the idea of 
its being a physical influence used specially by God for a 
spiritual purpose ; but I could not reconcile some things which 
I have seen with either the exclusively physical or exclusively 
pirual idea stiofit .”
